Egg# for Market. 
In the latter part of spring a farmer 
we know (you have all met his coun­ 
terpart) came into the store with a 
pail of eggs in his hands; and really 
they were a sight to behold, says a 
writer in the Practical Farmer. 
He 
was, of course, one of those men who 
do not object to the dimes and dollars 
that come to him from the eggs fur­ 
nished by his wife’s “old hens”—in 
tho way 
of 
dry goods, groceries 
(and tobacco, too). 
Hut at the same 
time he is one of those slothful, indo­ 
lent kind, that storm around about 
those same old hens if asked to do 
anything for their comfort. 
And we 
think he was too tired to wash those 
eggs before starting to town with 
them. 
A woman’s work? 
Oh, yes— 
we know. 
But there isn’t a manner 
of doubt that she was tired. 
Part of 
them were quite clean looking: they 
bird been gathered when the ground 
was frozen and tho hens feel clean. 
But it had been thawing for a day or 
two, the hens tramping around in the 
mud and the last two dozen of the eggs 
at the top of the pail had the appear­ 
ance of having been gathered from 
the nests in a hurried manner and put 
into the pail, mud and all, for the 
farmer in question was in “a hurry to 
get to town.” 
He wanted to 
-talk 
with" the men and hear the news. 
(He wanted to loaf and rest: he was 
constitutionally tired, that man.) 
in 
the last ten days his thrifty, energetic 
little wife had managed to save as 
manv dozens of eggs. 
The hens were 
not doing very well, for it was cold 
most of the time and they were neg­ 
lected. 
it was a wonder they laid at 
at all. 
All this is not exactly what I started 
out to say. But it illustrates the manner 
in which many eggs are sent to market. 
The merchant sneeringly asked. ‘How 
much 
extra 
j>er 
dozen 
do you 
want for all this kind, Smith?” 
H e 
was disgusted with their appearance: 
and they must all be washed before he 
would offer them to his customers. 
Only a few days ago a large basin 
full of dirty eggs were brought in; 
Johnny remarking as he set them down. 
“They almost turn 
one’s stomach 
against tho thought of eating eggs. 
don't they?” 
They did look anything 
but inviting. 
But the dirt was only 
streaks from muddy feet 
A basin of 
water and a dry towel changed their 
appearance very soon. 
But think of 
sending eggs to market in such shape. 
A basketful of clean, fresh eggs al­ 
ways looks most tempting. 
One lady 
in the village says. 
“The baskets of 
eggs from your farm are so nice." 
She pays 20 cents for them when she 
could buy for 12$ cents at the store. 
They are oniv eggs. 
But the egg 
basket is lined with fresh napkins 
each time eggs are *ent to her. and 
every egg lc spotlessly clean and per- 
fr*-*h. 
Appearances go far 
many times and it is policy to remem­ 
ber this, whether the eggs go to cus­ 
tomer' or to the city or village gro­ 
cery. 


Ov«?rf«*filir»jf Ho,'*. 
Many seem to think that a hog can­ 
not be overfed, and that it makes no 
difference if they do leave a lot of 
feed at one meal they will come back 
and eat it up when they are hungry. 
so that there i* nothing wasted, after 
all, says the Swineherd. 
But it i- 
easily possible to go to the other ex­ 
treme—to either feed too little, so a.' 
not to secure a steady gain, or to feed 
too much and so increase the cost as 
to materially lessen the profits. 
Feed­ 
ing too little is a loss, while feeding 
too much is a waste. 
A good as well 
as an economical plan is to feed regu­ 
larly at stated times, and then feed 
when fattening ail they will eat up 
clean. 
They will keep healthier and 
thrive better than is possible by keep­ 
ing feed before them all the time. 
I* 
is what the animals digest and not 
what they eat that determines the 
gaul in proportion to the amount of 
food supplied. 
Iced left over is, to 
say the least distasteful to a hog, 
while if it is soaked before feeding it 
will ferment and get sour to a greater 
of less extent. 
The hog. whether growing or fatten­ 
ing, should relish his food to derive 
the most benefit from it. 
And they 
will hardly do this if they eat what 
they want go away and leave it. ami 
then are obliged to come back and 
finish it up. 
This is not economical 
feeding, and when the margin of profit 
is small the waste in feeding in this 
way will greatly lessen, if not entirely 
cut off, the possible profit 
It is an 
important item tit all times to feed 
stock well and fattening stock should 
have all that they will eat clean, and 
be supplied with a good variety in | 
order to secure as good a growth as 
When 
you can’t plow corn or thresh 
possible; but’ beyond this it is uuprofit-

L in se e d M eal fo r S w in e. 
The value of linseed meal as a feed 
for swine is not as well known as it 
should be. 
Especially it is a desirable 
feed when the pigs cannot have access 
to grass and are kept in dry lot*. Lin- 
j seed meal mixed with other feed keeps 
the bowels in good condition, thereby 
promoting health and rendering dis­ 
ease less liable. 
Boussingault, 
the 
distinguished 
French agricultural chemist, estimates 
the nutriment of loO pounds of linseed 
meal as equal to 300 pounds of oats, or 
lo 318 pounds of corn,or to 767 pounds 
J of wheat bran. 
If such be the case it 
is the cheapest food we can use now at 
I the present price of feed—-linseed meal 
being worth now from $20 to $25 per 
: ton. 
I have fed a great deal of it at $30 
per ton and upwards, when other feed 
was not worth much more than half 
what it is now, and considered that it 
paid well. 
It should be mixed with 
other feed and may be fed dry, but 
best results are obtained by mixing 
I with water and allowing to stand 
twelve hours. 
In beginning the use of 
this feed commence very light and in­ 
crease gradually, not feeding so much 
as to cause scouring. 
It is an excel­ 
lent feed for sows a week or two be­ 
fore farrowing, but should not be fed 
too strong during the whole period of 
gestation, as some claim it will pro­ 
duce abortion. 
But I have never ex­ 
perienced any bad results from it and 
believe that if judiciously fed there is 
no danger.—Ohio Swine Journal.

These are dull days. 
Some part of the 
physical organism is slightly out of 
gear, and every part of the structure 
responds.—Newark Sunday I all.

The play is brightened with choice

- out these friendly faces in the fore- 
! ground the Arctic perspectiv e would 
become monotonous, and the climatic 
changes between torridity and frigid­ 
ity would be to the gazing audience a 
sibyline book full of mystery and in­ 
comprehensible symbols. 
There is 
also in this new spectacle a legitimate 
attempt to combine many of the popu­ 
lar features of stage entertainments. 
Ev ery thing is not giv en ov er to those

N early four hundred coal m iners joined 
tqcm and together they have practically 
taken possession of the town of Coronel on 
the coast, about twenty-five miles sooth of 
Concepcion. All sorts of excesses have been 
com m itted by them . Houses and stores have 
been sacked and burned. The slightest nro- 
test against their actions is m et by rifle 
shots. W om en have been abused and sub­ 
jected to brutalities of the m ost revolting 
character. 
In fact, m ob rule in its worst 
form prevails. 
Some outrages have been com m itted also 
in Conception aod Taiahuanc, but the force 
at the disposal ot the authorities there has 
been sufficient to save them from the fate 
w hich has overtaken the 6,000 people ot 
Coronel.

In the latter part of spring a farmer 
we know (you have all met his coun­ 
terpart) came into the store with a 
pail of eggs in his hands; and really 
they were a bight to behold, says a 
writer in the Practical Farmer. 
He 
was. of course, one of those men who 
do not object to the dimes and dollars 
that come to him from the eggs fur­ 
nished by his wife’s “old hens”—in 
the way 
of 
dry goods, groceries 
(and tobacco, too). 
But at the same 
time he is one of those slothful, indo­ 
lent kind, that storm around about 
those same old hens if asked to do 
anything for their comfort. 
And we 
thiuk he was too tired to wash those 
eggs before starting to town with 
them. 
A woman’s work? 
Oh, yes— 
we know. 
But there isn’t a manner 
of doubt that she was tired. 
Part of 
them were quite clean looking; they 
had been gathered when the ground 
was frozen and the hens feel clean. 
But it had been thawing for a day or 
two, tho hens tramping around in the 
mud and the last two dozen ot the eggs 
at the top of the pail had the appear­ 
ance of having been gathered from 
the nests in a hurried manner and put 
into the pail, mud and ail, for the 
farmer in question was in “a hurry to 
get to town.” 
He wanted to “talk 
with’ 
the men and hear the news. 
(He wanted to loaf and rest: he was 
constitutionally tired, that man.) 
In 
the last ten days his thrifty, energetic 
little wife had managed to save a.-> 
many dozens of eggs. 
The hens were 
not doing very well, for it was cold 
most of the time aud they were neg­ 
lected. 
It was a wonder they laid at 
at all. 
All this is not exactly what I started 
out to say. But it illustrates the manner 
in which many eggs are sent to market. 
The merchant sneeringly asked. “How 
much 
extra 
per 
dozen 
do you 
want for all this kind. Smith?” 
He 
was disgusted with their appearance; 
and they must all Ik; washed before he 
would offer them to his customers. 
Only a few days ago a large basin 
full of dirty eggs were brought in; 
Johnny remarking as he set them down. 
“They almost turn 
one’s stomach 
against the thought of eating eggs, 
don't they?” 
They did look anythin? 
hut inviting. 
But the dirt was only 
streaks from muddy feet 
A basin of 
water and a dry towel changed their 
appearance very soon. 
But think of 
sending eggs to market in such shape. 
A basketful of clean, fresh eggs al­ 
ways looks most tempting. 
One lady 
in the village says. 
“The baskets of 
eggs from your farm are so nice.” 
She pays 20 cents for them when she 
could buy for 124 cents at the store. 
They are onlv eggs. 
But the egg 
basket is lined with fresh napkins 
each time eggs are sent to her. and 
every egg 1“ sjytlessly clean and per­ 
fectly 
fresh. 
Appearances go far 
many times and it is policy to remem­ 
ber this, whether the eggs go to cus­ 
tomers or to tho city or village gro­ 
cery. 


O verfeeding ttan*. 
Many seem to think that a hog can­ 
not be overfed, and that it makes no 
difference if they do leave a lot of 
feed at one meal, they will come back 
and eat it up when they are hungry, 
so that there is nothing wasted, after 
all, says the Swineherd. 
But it i- 
easily possible to go to the other ex­ 
treme—to either feed too little, so as 
not to secure a steady gain, or to feed 
too much and so increase the cost as 
to materially lessen the profits. 
Feed­ 
ing too little is a loss, while feeding 
too much is a waste. 
A good as well 
as an economical plan is to feed regu­ 
larly at stated times, and then feed 
when fattening all they will eat up 
clean. 
They will keep healthier and 
thrive better than is possible by keep­ 
ing feed before them all tho time. 
It 
is what the animals digest, and not 
what they eat that determine? the 
gain in proportion to the amount of 
food supplied. 
Feed left over is, to 
say the least distasteful to a hog. 
while if it hs soaked before feeding it 
will ferment and get sour to a greater 
of les* extent. 
The hog. whether growing or fatten­ 
ing,- should relish his food to derive 
the ino8t benefit from it 
And they 
will hardly do this if they eat what 
they want go away and leave it and 
then are obliged to come back and 
finish it up. 
This is not economical 
feeding, and when the margin of profit 
is sm all tho waste in feeding in thi- 
way will greatly leseea if not entirely 
cut off, the possible profit 
It is an 
imjKirtant item at all times to feed 
stock well and fattening stock should 
have all that they will eat clean, and 
be supplied with a good variety in 
order to secure as good a growth a> 
possible; hut’ beyond this it is unprofit­ 
able 
to 
go. 
Provide 
good, 
tight 
troughs for feeding slops and soft feed 
of every kind, aud generally it will 
pay to provide a tight floor for feeding 
grain, so that it can he kept clean and 
free from waste. 
No ration can be 
named that may by any means he con­ 
sidered applicable under all condi­ 
tions. 
Generally the ration must be 
determined with each lot of hogs on 
every farm, and the careful feeder 
will know the amount that should be 
given with more certainty than any 
one elso. 
But whether hogs are fed 
in a close [»en or in a good pasture 
they should bq fed liberally, but with­ 
out waste. 


Why Mule* are S tronj- 
The chief reason why a mule can 
nearly always wear out a horse, when 
it comes to a trial of endurance, is 
that the former always lies down to 
sleep, and the latter, in a large num­ 
ber of cases, sleeps standing up. 
The 
habit seems to have coino to horses 
which have been hurt, especially when 
in the stable, and they cannot he 
broken of it 
Besides the absence of 
proper rest and the constant danger 
of a heavy fall and consequent injury, 
this habit of standing up to go to 
sleep results in the giving away of the 
front knees, and gives the animal a 
prematurely aged and crippled condi­ 
tion. 
A wafk through 
any large 
stable at night will show a number of 
horses standing up, hut fast asleep, 
and. whether these use three or four 


legs to stand upon, the knees ot th e 
fore 
legs 
are 
all 
baggy. 
With 
a mule, 
of course, 
it is q u ite d if­ 
ferent, for “Jack” lies dow n th e m o­ 
m e n t he finds work is really over, an d 
a somnambulistic mule is seldom if 
ever met. —Rider and Driver.

pursue the following course: 1. Culti­ 
vate thoroughly. 
2. Watch roadsides 
and fence corners. 
S. Prevent their 
going to seed. 
4. Never let them 
come up to daylight. 
5. Secure the 
aid of neighbors. 
6. Study 
their 
natures, and the differerc e between 
annuals, 
biennials, 
perennials, 
and 
root-runners or creepers. 


U n s h o d >l«il for Sw ine. 
The value of linseed meal as a feed 
for swine is not as well known as it 
should be;. 
Especially it is a desirable 
fe«Hl when the pigs cannot have ticeess 
to grass and are kept in dry lots. Lin­ 
seed meal mixed with other feed keeps 
the bowels in good condition, thereby 
promoting health and rendering dis­ 
ease less liable. 
Boussingault, 
the 
distinguished 
French agricultural chemist, estimates 
the nutriment of loO pounds of linseed 
tneal as equal to 300 pounds of oats, or 
to 318 pounds of corn, or to 767 pounds 
of w'heat bran. 
If such he the case it 
; is tiie cheapest food we can use now at 
| th*; present price of feed—linseed meal 
being worth now from $20 to $25 per 
ton. 
I have fed a great deal of it at $30 
per ton and upwards, when other feed 
was not worth much more than half 
what it is now, and considered that it 
paid well. 
It should he mixed with 
I other feed and may be fed dry, but 
best results are obtained by mixing 
with water and allowing to stand 
twelve hours. 
In beginning the use of 
this feed commence very light and in- 
I crease gradually, not feeding so much 
as to cause scouring. 
It is an excel­ 
lent feed for sows a week or two be­ 
fore farrowing, hut should not be fed 
too strong during the whole period of 
! gestation, as some claim it will pro­ 
duce abortion. 
But 1 have never ex­ 
perienced any bad results from it and 
believe that if judiciously fed there is 
no danger.—Ohio Swine Journal.

W h y T h a t T i t l e W a s G i v e n t o t h e 
L a t e C o n . M c N e il. 
G(*n. John McNeil, who dropped 
dead in St. Louis a few days ago, was 
known as the “ Butcher of Palmyra,” 
a name given him for his slaughter 
of prisoners at Palmyra, Mo., in 
1862. He was born in Halifax, Nova 
Scotia, in 1814, learned the hatter’s 
trade in Boston, was in business in 
New York, and came West to St. 
Louis. At the breaking out of the 
war he responded to the call for 
troops, and was elected colonel of a 
regiment of the reserve corps. 
In 1862 he was placed in command 
of a cavalry regiment and ordered to 
Northeast Missouri to operate against 
Sterling Price. In October, 1862, An­ 
drew Alsman was taken prisoner and 
carried off by a hand of guerillas. 
Col. McNeil arrested ten of the most 
important people of Palmyra, and 
without a trial of any kind ordered 
them shot to death. One of these 
victims was a lad ahout 17 years 
old, and all of them were non-com­ 
batants. The stain of this atrocity 
clung to him ail his life, though he 
claimed to he acting under orders 
from Gen. Halleck and Gen. Schofield. 
When news of this bloody affair 
reached 
Richmond, 
ten 
Federal 
colonels were ordered held as host ages, 
and a demand was made on the 
I nited States for the surrender to the 
Confederacy of McNeil to be tried for 
inhuman 
warfare. 
He was 
never 
given up and the colonels were re­ 
leased. McNeil served through the 
war nnd fought with distinction, hut 
was always under the cloud of the 
Palmyra butchery. 
Since the war McNeil has been in 
politics, but never elected to any 
office, though often a candidate. He 
has held many 
appointive offices, 
however.—Cincinnati Enquirer. 


F r u i t s in S u m m e r . 
Contrary to the popular notion, the 
free use of good, ripe fruit in summer 
does not tend to give rise to bowel 
trouble. It really tends to prevent it. 
Fruits 
when rightly indulged, are 
easy of digestion; they promote the 
health of the organs which dispose of 
them, and keep the intestinal canal 
free and open. Of course unripe or 
spoiled fruits are a menace, and liable 
to excite summer complaint; but be­ 
yond a doubt, this is f ^ the most 
often caused by milk and meats that 
have undergone poisonous 
chang­ 
es. 
The fact is universally recognized 
th at 
flesh of all kinds decomposes 
very rapidly on keeping in hot weath­ 
er. It cannot be as well known that 
the same kinds of food also decom­ 
pose more quickly within the body 
during that season than they do in 
cold weather. The poison which re­ 
sults from decomposition acts power­ 
fully, both as an emetic and a purga­ 
tive; in a word, it causes severe chol­ 
era morbus. Fortunately, the liver is 
able to destroy some of the poison. 
There is however, a limit to such 
power; and if too much enters or is 
generated with the system, the liver 
cannot turn hack, but some passes in­ 
to the general circulation, where it 
does serious 
mischief. To forego 
meats entirely, and live upon fruits, 
vegetables and farinaceous foods, is 
the 
wisest and safest plan to fol­ 
low during the hot season.—Boston 
Journal of Health,

The book of “The Twelve Tempta­ 
tions” has been very carafull pre­ 
pared by Mr. Chas. H. Yale. 
He has 
evidently gtudied to make the story 
entertaining after the 
fashion of 
genial Tom Hood, who headed one of 
his pleasantest efforts with the quota­ 
tion: “Mirth, admit of your crew.” 
The play is brightened with choice 
bits of comedy sketching the “high 
lights” which bring out the pictures 
fill the eye and make the scene.
